Japs Wreck Magazine. 


Toklo, Nov. 21.—A dispatch from 


tho army besieging Port Arthur, dat- 
ed Nov. 19, says: 
"During the bom- 


bnrdmcnt this afternoon a shell from 
n Japanese naval gun exploded a Rus- 
sian magazine near tho arsenal. Our 
operations against all the forts are' 
proceeding as prearranged from Man- 
churlan headquarters. 


"At noon to-day wo shollcd tho -Rus- 


sian Infantry engaged In intrenching 
east of Rcluchlangtun, nnd also in- 
fantry In tho rear of tho villages, 
causing them to fieo In confusion. In 
other directions there Is no change to 
note." 


Gas Subdues Soldiers. 


Chefoo, Nov. 21.—The local Russian 


consul has received from Port Arthur 
a letter describing tho use by tho Jap- 
anese of a peculiar missile that looks 
llko a sausage. The Japanese throw 
it Into tho trenches and It bursts, giv- 
ing off an odor so foul that If It Is not 
thrown out of the trenches Immediate- 
ly the soldiers faint.

The leaders of the movement 
declare they havo been so liarrassed 
by the monopoly thal^thelr profits aro 
reduced to a.mere pittance.
